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Revaluation of land in Andover, once 
completed, will probably be updated an- 
nually by a consulting firm charging about 
$9,600 per year, Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark told selectmen Monday. 

Negotiations with the firm, P. R. C. 
Jacobs of McLean, Va., are underway, 
Clark said, with a contract signing ex- 
pected by the middle of February, and the 
revaluation team in Andover by March. 

P.R.C. Jacobs was one of six firms 
which responded to the town’s inquiries 
about whether the revaluation could be 
done using the town’s computer. 

Of the four that said they could, Jacobs 
came in with the lowest estimate — $230,-

000. The firm can do it for even less — 
$180,000 — if it uses its own computer. 
Using the town computer costs more, 
Clark said, because the language it 
speaks, ADMINS, is not designed to per- 
form scientific or mathematical 
calculations like the ones used in revalua- 
tion. The computer language FORTRAN, 
which the town computer does not use, is 
better suited for revaluation functions. 
Using ADMINS, the town computer 
could be programmed to perform the 
revaluation functions, but the program- 
ming would cost $30,000. Plus, once in use, 
the revaluation program would dominate 
60 percent of the computer’s core capaci-

ty. 

Town meeting has appropriated $200,000 
for the revaluation, and Clark said he 
plans to negotiate with Jacobs on its bid of 
$180,000 plus $9,600 for the first year of 
maintenance and updating. A per-parcel 
cost will be tacked on to the contract price 
for each building coming on to the tax rolls 
after the signing of the revaluation con- 
tract, Clark told selectmen. 

The annual updating could be done on 
the town’s computer, Clark said, but it 
would require the hiring of a data process- 
ing person. To attract and keep a person

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Commuter Rail Update

With the commuter trains about to end 
their first month of service next Monday, 
the Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority is pleased with the response so 
far. 


Approximate figures for normal weeks 
following the first of the year indicate that 
some 2000 trips per week were generated 
on the trains north of Reading. This com- 
pares with about 800 trips that had been 
usual with the previous service of several 
years ago. As many of the users of the ser- 
vice have noted, a major factor in the ex- 
pansion of service at this time to five 
trains has been the inclusion of riders 
south of Reading; the several stops below 
Reading are a reasonable sacrifice to 
make when we realize that those com- 
muters are paying for 42 of our cost of ser- 
vice or more. 


We remind those who use the service 
from the Andover Centre station that 
there is ample commuter parking 
available on the strip of land between the 
tracks and Railroad Avenue just East of 
Walkup’s garage.

They are agressively collecting empty 
beer and soft drink cans; paying from 23¢ 
te 43¢ a pound. 

Smelting aluminum from bauxite is a 
costly process that uses a lot of energy. 
Alcoa figures that recycling aluminum 
scrap can save as much as 95% of the 
energy costs associated with making a can 
from scratch. In 1978, the industry leader 
recycled 2.5 billion empty cans for which 
it paid collectors $18.6 million, but the 
company calculates that saved $18 million 
in energy and raw material costs. An ad- 
ditional savings comes from the lack of 
need to build primary new smelters at $200 
million each. 

In the battle between aluminum and 
steel cans, recycling is tipping the balance 
to aluminum. Conservationists interested 
in saving energy enter the argument on 
the side of aluminum and should be active- 
ly encouraging retailers and wholesalers 
to buy aluminum. The magnet in your 
pocket can check the cans wherever you 
go and affect your buying habits. 

U. S. News and World Report tells us the 
American Paper Insitute figures that 
current shortages of used paper will be 
worse than ever when the economy starts 
to rally again.

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Sanborn Conversion Least Costly 


By Tim Greene 

Architects’ estimates will show that the 
cost of converting Sanborn Elementary 
into a junior high is cheaper than conver- 
ting either Doherty or South, Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark said this week. 

He did not give numbers for the 
preliminary estimates by Perly F. Gilbert 
Associates of Lowell, architects for the 
building project. 

Clark said the architects had set a ceil- 
ing on the amounts which could be spent to 
convert each school and still get 50 per- 
cent state funding. Those maximums 
were: Sanborn — $4.32 million; Doherty — 
$4.752 million; South — $4.78 million. 

Clark said the preliminary estimates 
which the architects will present to the 
school committee tonight will rank the 
schools in the same order from cheapest 
conversion to the most expensive: San- 
born, Doherty then South. 

Clark said the architects’ estimates will 
all be lower than the maximums listed. 
Guidelines for figuring the maximums 
were set by the state School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB), the agency 
which will authorize the state’s half of the 
project funding. : ! 

Clark advised that the architects’ 
preliminary estimates ‘‘are approximate- 
ly the same,’ and that other factors 
besides cost should be considered in mak- 
ing a decision about which school will be 
converted to a junior high. He listed five of 
those factors. 

1. Which school is best situated in town. 

2. What kind of elementary program will 
be lost by converting the chosen school 
into a junior high. u 

3. Which facility can be converted most 
easily to a junior high. 

4. Which facility will require the least 
amount of renovation to the existing struc- 
ture. 

5. What the cost of off-site im- 
provements will be. 

Clark said in reference to number four 
that the better built the building chosen, 
the less money will have to be spent im- 
proving it before adding to it. The less 
spent improving the existing building, the 
more will be available to spend on the con- 
versions needed to make the school a 
junior high. The result would be a better 
built junior high. 

After a tour this week of the three 
schools being considered for conversion, 


Clark said, ‘‘Clearly Sanborn is one of the 
best constructed schools in all of Andover, 
and South is an extremely low-budget 
school, and its maintenance problems are 
significant.”’ 

In reference to number five, off-site im- 
provements, Clark listed factors which 
might add costs to the conversions. They 
included: replacing boiler plants, the cost 
of fill, ledge removal, land development 
and land taking. 

Off-site improvements for a South 
School conversion would include repaving 
of some roads leading to the school and 
construction of sidewalks along streets 
within a mile and a half radius of the 
school. This work would require at least 
one land acquisition. Those costs would all 
be picked up by the town with no state par- 


- ticipation. 


Estimates for the work by the town 
department of public works were put 
between $500,000 and $1 million by Clark. 

South conversion would also require ex- 
tensive removal of trees.

already adequate, Clark said. 

Improvements at the Doherty School 
might include a new boiler, Clark said. It 
was said two weeks ago that a new system 
will be needed there within the next five 
years, and the school building program is 
targeted for completion in 1985. 

Cost limits set by SBAB guidelines were 
called “‘fairly tight’’ by Clark who added 
that they leave little room for ‘‘fringes or 
frills.’’

Clark said the inground pool was built 
last summer without a permit and is too 
close to Boston Road.

Clark said he thought there was enough 
space on the Boutin property to situate the 
pool so it would not violate the zoning 
bylaw. 

The matter would go to the zoning board 
of appeals about the alleged bylaw 
violations. If a variance were granted by 
the board, then the matter would come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the bulding depart- 
ment. 

Clark said the zoning board of appeals 
decision would take two months, and 
depending on the board’s decision, Boutin 
may have to move the pool ‘‘when the 
frost is out of the ground.” 


What’s License For? 


Confusion Monday over what a common 
victualler’s license allows a store owner to 
do led the board of selectmen to delay ap- 
proval of one for Rose Glen Corp. on An- 
dover Street until its next meeting.

Both possible articles were 
mentioned tc the board by Clark, but 
neither was entered in the warrant. 

A request for $25,000 fer energy conser- 
ving repairs to municipal buildings~Clark 
said the continuing capital improvements 
to town and school buildings made sense 
since he expected town energy costs to in- 
crease 41 percent over last year. This in- 
cluded heating fuel as well as gasoline for 
town vehicles. 

Selectmen agreed to insert articles 
which will provide funds to gravel the 
Railroad Ave. commuter parking lot and 
to pay for clearing snow from and salting 
the steps and platform at the Shawsheen 
commuter rail station. These 
maintenance chores are part of the town’s 
agreement with the MBTA to maintain 
stations for two years if the MBTA 
operates the trains at no cost to Andover 
for two years. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore suggested 
gravelling the lot instead of paving it 
because gravelling would be cheaper. She 
said she saw no point in paying for the 
more expensive paving when need for the 
lot might not continue after two years. 

An article appropriating funds for a 
motor control center at the Fish Brook 


pumping station was inserted. Without the 
center, there would be no water supplied 
to the town’s water system by the station, 
said Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade. Estimates for the center were 
put at less than $50,000 by McQuade. 
Sale of Cardinal Cushing Gymnasium 
was back on this year’s warrant, after be- 
ing voted down by town meeting last Spr- 
ing. Clark said there were at least six par- 


ties interested in buying the building in- . 


cluding Citizens’ League for Adult Special 
Services (C.L.A.S.S.). 

Selectman James Abramson suggested 
again linking the sale of the gym to the 
funding for the reconstruction of Recrea- 
tion Park Lodge which burned down in 
July 1978. The two items were linked last 
year, and they were both defeated when a 
motion to study alternate uses for the 
gymnasium was made from the floor of 
town meeting and passed. 

The Rec. Lodge article was inserted 
Monday by selectmen, but was not linked 
to the sale of the gym. 

No specific dollar amount was entered 
in the article. 

Total funding requested for a new lodge 
last year was $120,000. 

Dog control will be back on the warrant 
with a request for a kennel control bylaw. 
The bylaw would provide that anyone ow- 
ning more than three dogs older than six 
months must apply for a kennel license. 
The licensing would stipulate a certain 
amount of acreage per dog. Fees for the 
license, depending on how many dogs an 
owner had, could go as high as $50. 

Another article which asked for a late 
fee from dog owners who did not register 
their pets by July 1 was not entered. 
Abramson argued against it saying that 
the proposed one-dollar late fee would not 
induce pet owners to make an effort to 
register their dogs on time. 

Articles requesting funds for construc- 
tion of a public works garage and a town 
fueling station were not entered pending 
further study. The fueling station could 
save the school department $25,000 per 
year, Clark said, but it was not yet certain 
that the town could get gas to pump at the 
station once it was built. 

About 25 more articles are scheduled for 
consideration by selectmen at their next 
meeting Jan. 28.

ed, it cannot be assumed that our children 
will continue to prosper somewhere else 
at the same level of academic and social 
achievement than they presently receive.

munication is the major goal of faculty 
and is the foundation of all academic 
endeavors. Enthusiasm for the ‘family 
concept’ has taken seven years to develop. 
This ‘extended family’ is not confined to a 
single classroom or an individual teacher 
but is a total school commitment.,”’ 

They cited several things they feel are 
unique to Doherty: 

‘‘Math, language and humanities labs 
originated at Doherty School and each 
year the concept of labs has been ad- 
vanced. Doherty is the only school that 
offers a philosophy class for fifth graders 
and an annual Academic Olympics for our 
children. It is. the only school .where 
teachers live with students, prepare and 


serve meals with students, in addition to 
teaching environmental education during 
the outdoor education trip. These teachers 
care about building relationships with our 
children and are willing to go beyond con- 
ventional outdoor education curriculum to 
do this. 

‘‘Another extension of personal 
awareness has led to the formation of a 
Student Advisory Council. The students 
use their developing social skills to 
problem-solve current and school issues. 
Always there is emphasis on positive 
behavior at Doherty culminating in the ex- 
tended privileges program for grades 4 to 
6."’ 

They said they: appreciated the school

The school building project now seems headed in a 
proper direction, with the school committee having 
decided on the grade alignment plan, and now awaiting 
figures to make a judgement on which school to close. 

Retention of the present 6-3-3, or junior high system 
over a proposed 5-3-4, or middle school plan, was based 
on the consideration that a change would be hard to sell 
to town meeting. 

It was also a consideration of economics. The con- 
tinuation of the present system, and utilization of ex- 
isting structures, will represent a savings of a couple of 
million dollars in the long run. 

The decision was made in view of the administration 
and educators’ recommendation that the middle school 
philosophy and alignment would provide a better or 
more workable program for Andover youngsters. 

But the underlying consideration in opting to retain 
the present grade alignment was the ability to sell the 
program to town meeting. 

Such thinking is laudatory and should be borne in 
mind as the school committee now undertakes the even 
greater challenge of which school to close and convert 
to a junior high building if that be the choice. 

Already parents from South and Doherty schools have 
registered protest to considering the abandonment of 
their building as an elementary education facility. No 
doubt, Sanborn parents will join in supporting retention 
of their facility for the neighborhood elementary school 
youngsters. 

Through the efforts of the Doherty PTO, there will be 
continued appeal to the decision makers to retain that 
building as an elementary school facility. 

Parents met this week to continue their efforts and 
have forwarded a letter to the school committee for 
their consideration. 

As of the moment, with only a cursory glance at the 
facts and figures, we would judge that, quite frankly, 
the only buildings eligible for consideration would be 


Doherty and Sanborn. 

South school would be subject to considerable ad- 
ditional costs to make it a safe building for a secondary 
educational facility. Road widening, sidewalk construc- 
tion, and land taking, would be among the costs to be 
considered over and above the altering and adding to 
the school itself. 

Too, there are additional safety factors incumbent 
upon the area. The site was virtually ruled out a year 
ago as a possible location of a new junior high school 
building. 

With that in mind, and the decision narrowing to San- 
born and Doherty, it is hoped that parents would take 
into consideration the spectrum of an educational 
system serving the whole Andover community. 

While retention of the favorite school around the cor- 
ner is appealing, there is more to consider, in other 
words, an economical consideration of providing a total 
school plant to properly serve the young people of An- 
dover. 

It is conceivable that all of the planning and all of the 
work which has gone into this school building program 
could be jeopardized, should selfish consideration enter 
the picture. : 

Town meeting is a fragile decision making body at 
best and subject to emotional whims. It is conceivable 
that sufficient strength could be mustered to block the 
building program, if the school committee’s school clos- 
ing decision is disagreeable to parents of youngsters 
attending that school. 

We would hope that when the time comes, that the 
decision will be acceptable, albeit disappointing, to 
those concerned. 

After all, it is the total town that is involved in the 
decision, not just a single block of self-interested adults 
whose youngsters will pass through the school in a few 
short years and the interest and concern for the building 
and its program will pass with them.

in the air once again, but the elementary 
school would remain closed. 

Originally, Viehmann explained, . the 
architects felt that Sanborn would be the 
most difficult of the three schools to adapt 
and that South would be easiest. However, 
she said, further study has turned up 
‘‘some disadvantages in the other schools 
that we didn’t know were there, and some 
advantages in Sanborn that we didn’t know 
were there.”’ 

Doherty’s two-story construction would 
make circulation and grouping of 
classrooms around a media center very 
difficult, she said, whereas that latter con- 
cept could be better-developed in the other 
schools. 

South would be hardest to adapt in terms 
of circulation, she said, without adding a 
lot of expensive space. There are ad- 
ditional physical problems at South, she 
said, such as low ceiling beam and joint 
construction that could literally have 
older and larger youths hanging from the 
rafters. She said the ciling could not be 
lowered and still meet building codes. 

Furthermore, she said, South hasn’t 
been touched since it was built and there 
are a lot of repairs that need to be made 
exclusive of conversion. They would take 
money away from the project and 
therefore reduce the quality of it, she said. 

“Amazingly enough,’’ Viehmann said, 
“Sanborn is easy to add to and has the 
most efficient design.”’ 

(Bancroft was originally in the running, 
but was ruled out early on because the un- 
ique style of construction would have 
meant much higher conversion costs). 

Viehmann said the architect reported 
that building costs per se were pretty 
much ‘‘a wash’’ between the three 
schools, and would still come within the 
state guidelines of $72 per square foot and 
135 square feet each for 650 pupils. 

The town manager, who will be making 
tonight’s presentation along with the

architect, said yesterday that he didn’t 
envy the school committee the decision of 
which school to close, but that they had 
three ‘‘reasonably good”’ plans to evaluate 
for conversion. 

He agreed that Sanborn would be ‘‘a 
very efficient school to renovate.’’ Very 
little would have to be done to the existing 
building, he said, so almost all of the con- 
struction funds could go toward building 
spaces peculiar to a junior high (such as 
science labs, home ec and shop facilities, 
and adequate media center and gym), and 
allow for a better quality building. 

He noted, however, that ease of conver- 
ting to junior high space is only one of the 
factors to plug into the final decision, 
along with costs of site work, off-site 
needs such as roads or sidewalks, and 
which of the elementary programs the 
school committee would be willing to give 
up. 

Sanborn, Viehmann added, is 
geographically just about in the middle of 
Andover. It’s a mile and a half by road 
from West Jr. High, whereas the present 
East Jr. High is much closer to West.
